I. REQUEST 

Applicants previously filed a petition for a four month extension of time and a 
check for $740.00, along with a reply to a Notice of Missing Parts ("the Notice").

n. RELEVANT DATES AND OCCURANCES

correspondence address, but was never received by the Law Office.

Patent Office agreed to send a courtesy copy of the Notice to the Law M

and verified that the Notice had not been received. Enclosed is a phone 
memoranda prepared on February 5, 2004, recording the subject discussed 
in the telephone call. 

February 10, 2004: After a second request by Mr. Griecci, a courtesy copy of the 
Notice was sent to the Law Office by facsimile. Enclosed please find a 
copy of a cover letter that accompanied the Notice. 

February 26, 2004: Applicants filed a response to the Notice, along with a petition 
for a four month extension of time to respond to the Notice. That petition 
required the payment of a $740.00 fee under 37 C.F.R. 1.17(a)(4). 
Enclosed please find a copy of the petition for a four month extension of 
time to respond to the Notice. 

m. EXPLANATION OF WHY A REFUND IS APPROPRIATE 

On February 5, 2004, an inquiry to the Patent Office by the Law Office resulted in 
Applicants learning that the Notice had apparently been mailed over five months 
prior to that date. Applicants prepared and filed a response to the Notice during the 
three weeks remaining within the 6 month statutory period for the Notice. 

Had the Law Office not checked on the status of the application, Applicants' first 
knowledge of the Notice would have been upon receipt of a Notice of 
Abandonment. In that case, Applicants would have been entitled to petition for 
revival of the application as unavoidably abandoned, with only the payment of a 
$55.00 petition fee. It is inappropriate for Applicants to be penalized with a 
$740.00 extension fee simply because they were diligent enough to discover the 
problem prior to abandonment. 

Therefore, it is appropriate to reset the response period of the Notice of Missing 
Parts to run from February 5, 2004, the date Applicants first learned that it had

been mailed. It is further appropriate to then refund the extension of time fee paid 
by Applicants.

As 
noted above, it is further appropriate to then refund the extension of time fee paid 
by Applicants.
